THE NARBERTH Y. M. C. A. 



To the Editor of Our Town: — 

In company with many other friends of the Narberth Y. M. C. A., I re- 
gret to see that it is in a far from flourishing condition. It does not meet 
with the general support to which it is entitled by virtue of the many ad- 
vantages it offers to the town, as a meeting place for various organizations, 
and a center for religious, moral, intellectual and physical development. In 
addition to this, it is a distinct asset to the borough, often referred to as such 
by real estate dealers when offering properties for sale, and a special attrac- 
tion to many who think of locating in Narberth. 

I understand the income from rent of stores provides enough to take 
care of its mortgage indebtedness, and the income from the adult game room 
takes care of the game room bonds and sinking fund. The deficit is in 
regular and sustaining memberships. The few faithful sustaining members 
cannot carry the whole load. It needs a body of regular members at $5.00 per 
annum, and surely in a town of 600 or 700 families, there should be enough 
to help carry on this work. 

There has been some opposition to the Y. M. ('. A. on the ground that 
its managers are too rigid as to the exclusion of certain amusement features. 
In connection with this subject, my attention has been drawn to an entertain- 
ment to be given on Friday evening of this week at the Central Y. M. C. A. 
of Philadelphia, 8 to 10.30 P. M. The tickets read as follows:

Inquiry developed the fact that in addition to the grand march, folk frolic 
and gymnastic features, orchestral concert and solo musical numbers, there 
were to be "modern dances" for a period of half an hour. 

As I understand the theory, dancing in itself is an innocent amusement, 
when carried on under proper conditions. There is nothing inherently wicked 
in dancing. It is a perfectly natural impulse, to express joy and happiness in 
rhythmical motion, common to all peoples, whether civilized or not. It is 
not irreligious; on the contrary, there are religious dances. 

It is only when conducted under improper associations, that dancing is 
objectionable, but that is no reason for putting a ban on the amusement itself. 
Some books are bad, but we do not condem all literature for that reason, and 
so it is with painting, sculpture and the drama, or any good thing that may 
be debased. We do not condemn all preaching because some sermons are 
mainly punk and piffle. 

Is it not possible that a more liberal interpretation of the functions and 
purposes of a Y. M. C. A., such as exhibited by the Central Branch of Phil- 
adelphia, one of the leading and most influential in the country, may have 
the effect of rallying to the support of our local branch most of our citizens?

organ and how hard the church 
worked to get this accomplished. 

Dr. Rowland, loved of all Baptists, 
spoke briefly, complimenting the 
church on what it has done and say- 
ing that it deserves special com- 
mendation for waiting to dedicate 
until free from debt.
